A t first it strikes one as strange 
that, although the sea m ust originally 
have been form ed of distilled w ater— 
th a t Is, congealed w atery vap or—and 
though all th e rivers th at flow into it, 
estim ated to am ount In the aggregate 
to <5,500 cubic m iles of w ater every 
year, are fed exclusively by rainfall, 
which is also distilled w ater, it should

be extrem ely brackish, 
very salt indeed In the trop ics and 
less salt a t the p oles.

Some hop e th a t chinch bugs, which 
annually cause heavy dam age to corn 
and other crop s, can now be held In 
check better than ever before through 
the use of a chemical, calcium cyanide, 
la held out In the results of extensive 
tests th a t have been m ade w ith this 
m aterial during the p ast tw o years In 
Illinois. 
R esults of th e te sts together 
w ith directions for using th e m aterial 
are given in a new bulletin entitled, 
“Calcium 
Cyanide fo r 
Chinch 
Bug 
Control," 
which 
has 
Just 
recently 
been p ublished by the College of Ag­ 
riculture, U niversity of Illinois. 
W hile definite recom m endations for 
th e use of the chemical 
cannot 
be 
m ade from the results of tw o years’ 
work, the m aterial has shown enough 
m erits In the tests to w arran t its be­ 
ing given a trial by farm ers, the p ub­ 
lication says. 
The use of the calcium 
cyanide in the Illinois te.sts m arks the 
first tim e th at this .chem ical has been 
used In attem p ts to control th e chinch 
bug. 
The cyanide looks like 
slate and 
when exp osed to m oisture gives off a 
tiydrocyanic gas which Is deadly to 
all form s of p lant and anim al life 
when p resent in large enough quan­ 
tities. 
Best results In controlling chinch 
hugs w ith It have been obtained by 
using either calclnip cyanide dust or’ 
granules in conildnation w ith creosote 
or coal-tar barriers, which now con­ 
stitute one of the common m ethods of 
chlnch-l)ug control, 
the bulletin ex­ 
p lains. 
Six-inch strljis of <he cyanide, 
requiring aliout one ounce to a strip , 
laid at right angles 
to 
the 
liarrler 
every two rods under favorable con­ 
ditions have killed from 75 to 95 p er 
cent of the hugs as they moved along 
the line of the harrier. 
T he chenilcai 
also w as very effective when dusted 
along the line of a coal-tar or creosote 
barrier, according to the liulletin. 
F air to good results have l» een ob­ 
tained by dusting the calcium cyanide 
In trap strip s of crop s .sown l>etwet*n 
fields of sninll grain and corn, the p ub­ 
lication 
continues. 
However, 
only 
one year’s data have been obtained 
with tra p crop s. 
B arriers of calcium cyanide alone 
w ere not so effective as 
the 
otlier 
m ethods and at th e sam e tim e cost 
more, according to tlie bulletin. F arm ­ 
ers cannot count on m aintaining an 
effective liarrier of calcium cyanide 
alone for the season at less than $70 
to $75 for each q uarte r of a 
mile. 
T his Is nearly th ree tim es th e exp ense 
of ¿llling the hugs with a com bination 
of creosote and calcium cyanide or 
nearly ten tim es th e cost of m aintain­ 
ing a creosote barrier. 
In using the calcium cjmnlde w ith 
creosote or coai-tar barriers, the strip s 
a re m ade by p utting down one to one 
and a lialf ounces of the cyanide In 
each 
strip , laid 
from 
four 
to 
fi e 
Indies wide and from 
six 
to eight 
in d ies long, the bulletin p oints out In 
exp laining the most effective metliod 
of using the chem ical. 
Tliese strip s 
are m ade at right angles to the bar­ 
rier, touching the creosote on the side 
next the stublile field. 
Tliey should 
be sp aced every two rods along the 
line. 
In the corners of the field, wfiere 
the bugs usually g ather in greatest 
num ber, it may be necessary to lay 
the strip s chiser together.

Rivers Carry Salt 
Into the Ocean 
At first It strikes one as strange 
that, although the sea must originally 
have been formed of distilled water— 
that is, congealed watery vapor—and 
though all the rivers thut flow into it, 
estim ated to amount In the aggregate 
to 6,500 cubic miles of w ater every 
year, are fed exclusively by rainfall, 
which is also distilled water, it should 
nevertheless he extremely brackish, 
very salt Indeed in tile tropics and 
less salt at the poles. 
Yet it is chiefly the rivers that ac­ 
count for the saltness of the sea. 
It 
is estim ated that they carry some­ 
thing like 100,000,000 tons of sa1 hie

The Public Service company won 
national attention a short time ago 
when, in competition with all electric 
light and power companies of the 
United States, it was awarded the 
Charles A. Coffin medal for 1923. In 
making the award the prize commit­ 
tee stated th at it was “for distin­ 
guished contribution to the develop­ 
ment of electric light and power for 
the convenience of the public and the 
benefit of the industry.”

NEW WATER WORKS 


The p ublic meeting called by May or 
Danielsen last Friday evening to dis­ 
cuss matters relative to the p ump ing 
station was w^ell attended and the ma­ 
jority of those p resent p ut themselves 
on record as being in favor of the im­ 
p rovement. Eng ineer Consoer was 
p resent and p resented the need of the 
imp rovement from an eng ineering 
standp oint. The water level throug h­ 
out this p art of the county is con­ 
stantly lowering and it is only a ques­ 
tion of a short time before the centrif­ 
ug al p ump that is not used to p ump 
water will be left “hig h and dry ,” and 
there will be no water for our water 
works sy stem. A deep well p ump is 
thus a necessity . A deep well p ump 
entails the p urchase of an electric 
motor and safety accessories, of which 
Ihere are more than a few. 
There 
must also be aux iliary p ower. An oil 
eng ine, storag e tank for that fuel, etc. 
must also be p urchased. 
This ina- 
chinery must be over the well, which 
hap p ens at p resent to be outside the 
p resent p ump ing station. 
The well 
must be either moved, or a new build­ 
ing erected. 
The equip ment of the 
p resent structure is obsolete. Most Of 
it is from 15 to 27 y ears old. 
The 
new building will be smaller than the 
p resent one. 
The need of a deep well p ump is 
so g reat that the Board has ordered 
such a p ump and it will be installed

For this he was read and loved by 
millions of common men in Ku ssia, in 
India, in China, in England, France, 
Germany, America, and in every other 
corner of the globe ni w hich the writ- j 
ten word can be u nderstoo<l and ap­ 
preciated. 
He i.s u miu cstionably one of the 
greatest men of his centu ry, and he 
ilevoted the best ycar.s of his life to 
teaching the world that the man who 
labors is the man to be honored.

They will thu s get a real rest in a 
nap of a few* minu tes. Most of u s are 
not .so fortu nate; bu t we can all learn 
to improve ou r opportu nities.

icians and nu rses hav'^e been trained to 
get rest from odds and ends of time 
which wou ld ordinarily go to waste.

Health Centers 
have been mu ltiplied so rapidly all 
over the cou ntry and their valu e has 
been demonstrated that it is too late 
now to stop the organization. An in-. 
crease of one new one a day is re-1 
corded. A Health Center is a siinplpe * 
affair. A room or rooms which visu al­ 
izes to a commu nity 
some 
of 
it’s 
health needs. 
It is a place where, 
mothers may come for consu ltation 
and advice abou t the sick baby and 
the well baby. Where a working man 
or woman may ask for advice and be 
.sent to a physician at the right time 
to prevent permanent disability from 
tu bercu losis. 
r 
Physicians who do not u nderstand 
the motive behind the Health Center 
have said it “takes away their prac­ 
tice” when in fact the actu al figu res 
show that in most commu nities the 
reverse is tru e. Hu ndreds of physic­ 
al defects which wou ld never have 
reached a physician’s office have been 
discovered throu gh the Health Center 
and Schools by Pu blic Health Nu rses. 
Health Centers and 
Pu blic 
Health 
Nu rses are “on the firing line” and 
they are u nmistakably here to stay. 
The Chicago Tu bercu losis institu te 
has ju st received a health talk by Dr. 
William R. P. Emerson, the nationally 
famou s specialist on nu trition. 
This 
was printed in the Woman’s Home 
companion, and is so practical that 
it is considered worth qu oting. 
We 
have divided it into fou r sections of 
which this is the first.
